SOUTHEND Council has been 
awarded further funding towards 
tackling homelessness in the bor¬ 
ough. 

Just under £250,000 has been 
given to the council after a suc¬ 
cessful bid to the Ministry for 
Housing, Communities and Local 
Government. 

The announcement comes after 


the Government has handed a total 
of more than £1.4million to the 
council to deal with rough sleeping 
in the past year. 

The latest money has come from 
the Rapid Rehousing Pathway and 
will be spent on employing navi¬ 
gators and support staff, as well as 
essential costs, to help homeless 
people become independent and 
move out of emergency accommo¬ 
dation. 

A council spokesman said four 
navigators will be brought in to 


give people ongoing support in 
maintaining a new life off the 
streets. 

Two staff members will also be 
employed to work for housing asso¬ 
ciation Peabody to support those 
with a history of homelessness to 
sustain tenancies. 

Southend had the ninth highest 
number of rough sleepers in the 
country, according to Government 
figures from a one-night snap¬ 
shot in 2017 but this fell sharply 
in a similar study conducted in 
November last year. 

Glyn Halksworth, interim direc¬ 
tor for housing, who described the 
latest funding announcement as 
“great news”, said the council has 
been focusing on rough sleepers, 
emergency housing and high sup¬ 
port services until now. 

“Those who are successfully off 
the streets then need to move on to 
a more permanent housing situa¬ 
tion, so those emergency and high 
support services are available to 
others who need it. 

“This funding will help us with 


that. The two new posts will help 
maintain independence and avoid 
further periods of homelessness or 
rough sleeping and the four navi¬ 
gators will be the single point of 
contact, checking in with physical 
and emotional support to help for¬ 
mer rough sleepers.” 

Among the services to help rough 
sleepers already commissioned by 
the council include a rough sleeper 
outreach team, charity HARP’s sit- 
up service and night shelter, and 
specialist drug and alcohol-based 
services. 

Mr Halksworth said the latest 
funding makes further progress 
on the council’s pledge to address 
homelessness by “ensuring the sus¬ 
tainability of the projects and servi¬ 
ces already in place”. 

He added: “As part of our hous¬ 
ing, homelessness and rough sleep¬ 
ing strategy, we should address all 
aspects of housing and make sure 
everyone who is homeless is prop¬ 
erly supported in their journey to 
get off the streets and into a stable, 
safe and secure home.”

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Special needs system in 
line for a major overhaul

AN action plan has been agreed to 
address major concerns about how 
Southend Council and the borough’s 
health authority treat children with spe¬ 
cial educational needs and disabilities. 

The plan, which includes potentially 
bringing mental health teams to schools 
and colleges, aims to solve a raft of 
problems outlined in an Ofsted report 
which criticised the authorities for fail¬ 
ing to locate almost 30 vulnerable chil¬ 
dren and for failing to provide effective 
guidance to families. 

In a joint statement from the 
council and Southend’s Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG), they 
said they will overhaul how the support 
services operate by creating a fresh 
special educational needs and disabil¬ 
ities (SEND) strategy for the borough, 
as well as asking families to help with 
key decisions. 

Jacqui Lansley, director of integration 
and partnerships for Southend CCG 
and Southend Council, said they are 
“absolutely committed” to improving 
services and the action plan aims to 
“make lives better and deliver the out¬ 
comes needed” in Southend.

The primary focus of the new strat¬ 
egy will be ensuring that the needs of 
children are identified and met at the 
earliest opportunity. 

Integral to this will be a council bid to 
have NHS England bring mental health 
support teams to schools and colleges 
where they will act as a link between 
children and support services. 

Education healthcare plans, which pro¬ 
vide vital detail on a child’s special

needs, will also be reviewed allowing 
fa mili es and carers to take part in the 
writing process. The plans will also be 
scrutinised for strengths and weaknesses. 

Staffing will be completely restruc¬ 
tured to ensure that they are “sufficiently 
resourced”. This will mean a review of 
any staff shortages, as well as an assess¬ 
ment of roles and responsibilities. 

These changes and many more have 
been exhaustively detailed in a 30-page 


response to the Ofsted inspection, with 
each proposal supported with an esti¬ 
mate timeframe for when they will be 
implemented. 

Alison Griffin, chief executive at 
Southend Council, added: “This plan 
shows our determination to make the 
improvements needed to give vulner¬ 
able children in our borough and their 
families, the level of service and sup¬ 
port they deserve. 

“We have already made a number of 
changes to our procedures, which have 
been recognised by the inspecting bod¬ 
ies, but we will build on this.” 

But Labour councillor Anne Jones, 
shadow portfolio holder for children 
and learning, felt the plans needed 
“more dynamism and ambition”. 

She said: “Under the Code of Practice, 
partnership working, an accessible and 
realistic local offer and education, health 
and care plans, which are of good qual¬ 
ity in the way they are written and the 
way they are delivered, are the foun¬ 
dation of ensuring that outcomes for 
children in this group rapidly improve. 

“So it should not come as a surprise to 
see those set out. 

“It is disappointing that the oppor¬ 
tunity to build and expand on these 
primary responsibilities has not been 
seized.” 


Police hunt Priory Park plant thieves 


SOUTHEND Council is ask¬ 
ing for residents to help find 
thieves who have stolen more 
than 100 plants from one of 
its parks. 

A council spokesman said 
a park warden doing rounds 
on Monday, May 13 noticed 
some box shrubs and lavender 
shrubs had been dug up and 
removed from Priory Park. 


He added: “Each night fol¬ 
lowing this incident, more 
and more plants were being 
removed, leading to the coun¬ 
cil passing the details over to 
Essex Police.” 

In total, 70 box shrubs and 
36 lavender shrubs have been 
stolen from the park, with the 
total cost reaching £200. 

Scott Dolling, director for 


culture, tourism and property, 
said:“We are in shock that 
someone would be prepared 
to dig up the shrubs, and then 
take them on to what I pre¬ 
sume would be to their own 
garden.”

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Care agency put in 
special measures 

Inspectors issue ‘inadequate’ rating

A CARE agency in Southend 
is to be placed into special 
measures after it was visited 
by inspectors. 

Angel Solutions Community 
Care, which operates from 
Princess Caroline House on 
High Street, was inspected by 
the Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) in March. 

It was rated “inadequate” 
overall, which is CQC’s 
lowest rating. 

The regulator said it only 
inspected the personal care 
service, which Angel Solutions 
provides to older people 
and adults with a learning 
disability and includes help 
with tasks related to personal 
hygiene and eating. 

A report detailing the findings 
has now been published and 
inspectors said they found 
“significant shortfalls” in the 
management of the service. 

They wrote: “The 

management of risk was not 
always effective and placed 


people at risk of unsafe care 
or harm.” 

Inspectors found mixed 
feedback from people about 
the timing of their calls. 

“The registered manager 
and office staff could not 
demonstrate an effective and 
clear system to manage the 
timing and frequency of calls 
to people. 

“This meant there was a risk 
people may not receive their 
care when needed.” 

They also said they were 
not provided with enough 
evidence that staff had 
sufficient training. 

Inspectors felt safe 
recruitment processes were 
not used, adding: “We found 
significant gaps in staff 
employment history and 
no evidence these had been 
checked. 

“Additionally, checks on 
employment references were 
not robustly carried out and 
where they did not match with 
people’s employment history 
there was no evidence these 
had been checked. 

“People were therefore not 


adequately protected from the 
risks of unsuitable staff.” 

Medicines were not always 
safely managed and people 
were not always provided 
with personalised support, 
according to inspectors. 

They said that service users 
and their relatives told them 
staff looked after them well 
and were kind and caring. 

One person told inspectors: 
“They (staff) are very good, 
they are all happy and chat 
with me.” 

People also said to the CQC 
inspectors they felt safe using 
the service, while inspectors 
said staff understood possible 
signs of abuse or neglect and 
what to do if they had any 
concerns. 

Out of CQC’s five main 
criteria, the service was rated 
“inadequate” in safe, effective 
and well-led and “requires 
improvement” in caring and 
responsive. 

The Yellow Advertiser 
contacted Angel Solutions 
Community Care but had not 
received a response at the time 
of going to press.

Social housing scheme homes 
ready on time and within budget 


THE latest homes have been finished in 
a social housing building programme by 
Southend Council. 

Twelve flats and three houses were 
unveiled in Rochford Road on the site of a 
former garage which the council said had 
fallen into disrepair and was subject to 
ongoing antisocial behaviour. 

Glyn Halksworth, the council’s interim 
director of housing, said the homes will 
be on offer for “affordable” rent, meaning 
tenants will pay 80 per cent of market value 
rent or local housing allowance rates - 
whichever is lower. 

He added: “Building work started in 
June 2018 and we are pleased to be able 


to deliver these homes on time and within 
budget. 

“The council will continue to identify 
opportunities to develop affordable housing 
within the borough, and preliminary 
feasibility works indicate a possible 55 
new homes could be delivered across two 
phases, over the next couple of years.” 

The properties will be allocated through 
the council’s choice based lettings system in 
accordance with allocation policy, a council 
spokesman said. 

The Rochford Road development is the 
latest phase of the building programme, 
following 18 homes built in Shoebury and 
a two-bedroom bungalow in Audleys Close.

ON THE CASE - BY EDWARD CASE 


End of May headline writes itself 


T HE Prime Minister’s 
bold, new Brexit deal 
unveiled last week was 
neither new nor bold. It was 
the final nail in the coffin of 
her political career - a des¬ 
perate dog’s dinner of prom¬ 
ises and the usual empty 
rhetoric which managed 
to pull off the impossible in 
that it made her even more 
unpopular with members 
from all sides of the House. 

There’s outstaying your 
welcome and then there’s 
Theresa May, whose refus¬ 
al to accept that her with¬ 
drawal agreement was dead 
in a ditch had me wondering 
if she was actually of sound 
mind. 

One member of the House 
of Lords described it as “lip¬ 
stick on a pig’’. The thing that 
instantly came to my mind 
was the old saying about not 
being able to polish... well, 
you know how it goes. 

If this mockery of a deal 
did make it to a fourth mean¬ 
ingful vote the scale of the 
defeat would have made 
her record-breaking first 
attempt look like a rehears¬ 
al. 

By last Wednesday evening 
she was in Downing Street 
refusing to see or even take 
calls from members of her 
own Cabinet and Andrea 
Leadsom’s resignation as 
Leader of the Commons 
signalled the collapse of the 
house of cards. 


She was the 36th minis¬ 
ter to resign from a Theresa 
May cabinet. 

It then transpired that min¬ 
isters had been taken com¬ 
pletely by surprise by her 
announcement at Charing 
Cross regarding a vote for 
a second referendum. They 
had agreed on one thing in 
Cabinet on Tuesday morning 
only for her to announce 
something else to the coun¬ 
try on the afternoon. 

The 1922 Committee of 
backbenchers met to try 
and figure out a way to evict 
the squatter in NolO who 
was in lockdown refusing to 
budge. 

It wasn’t so much a dicta¬ 
torship as a crazy woman 
hiding behind the sofa in a 
foetal position. 

The inevitable end came 
on the day the withdrawal 
legislation was due to be 
published. 

On Thursday morning it 
was announced that this had 
been “delayed” - a clear sign 
that the end was near. 

The PM’s legacy is dam¬ 
aged beyond repair - she 
will be seen as the leader 
who presided over the 
most embarrassing political 
debacle in history. A polit¬ 
ician whose complete lack 
of negotiating skills almost 
makes Chris Grayling look 
competent and who, as 
Home Secretary, presid¬ 
ed over the scandal of 


Windrush and the decima¬ 
tion of police numbers and 
whose eventual overdue exit 
came with an extra helping 
of humiliation. 

The tears at the podium 
were far more preferable to 
the kicking and screaming 
as she was dragged away by 
the men in white coats I was 
beginning to anticipate. 

■ I was in the centre of 
London recently for the 
Regional Journalism 
Awards and before I had 
even finished my journey 
two beggars had tried to get 
money out of me - one on 
the train into St Pancras and 
another on the Circle Line to 
Embankment. 

My immediate thought 
was: If they’re so broke, how 
did they get a ticket? 

The poor devil in a filthy 
sleeping bag just outside the 
Tube was a different matter 
and taking him a hot drink 
from the Costa a few yards 
away was my pleasure. 

The couple of quid I hand¬ 
ed over felt painfully insuffi¬ 
cient. 

I’m a firm believer that 
any of us - no matter how 
secure we think we may be 
- are only three steps away 
from becoming homeless 
and finding ourselves on the 
streets. 

But that doesn’t mean I’m 
a soft touch for anyone with 
their hand out.

Dangers of driving too close 


By Chris Russon 


TAILGATING has been identified 
as one of the most common causes of 
van accidents on UK roads, causing 10 
injuries a week, according to research 
by Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles. 

Figures from the Department for 
Transport show “following too close” 
is ranked ahead of speeding, drink¬ 
driving and poor weather conditions 
when it comes to triggering collisions 
- and only behind van drivers failing 
to look and incorrectly judging the 
speed of other vehicles. 

There were 4,256 accidents reported 
as vehicles “following too close” 
causing 6,184 injuries, including 19 
fatalities in 2018. 

Eight per cent of these involved light 
commercial vehicles - equal to 10 
injuries per week. 

Vans driving on A-roads are most 
susceptible to accidents with 55 
per cent of all tailgating incidents 
happening on these routes. 

Drivers found guilty of tailgating 
face a £100 fine and three penalty 
points. 

In the worst cases, tailgating can 
result in a driving ban or even a

prison sentence if a serious collision 
occurs as a result. As well as causing 
injuries, these accidents force vans off 
the road for repairs. According to VW 
downtime costs fleets an average of 
£550 a day per van while UK car repair 


bills stand at an average of £2,137. 
Volkswagen says such accidents 
should be completely avoidable, using 
basic defensive driving techniques and 
sticking to the “two-second rule”. 

In addition, technology is available 


to combat the problem, with 
Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles 
offering Adaptive Cruise Control 
(ACC) on all its vans. 

This helps avoid accidents by 
keeping the vehicle a safe and constant 


distance from the traffic ahead and 
allowing drivers to cruise comfortably, 
as well as automatically slowing and 
stopping in traffic. 

The technology works using the 
radar-controlled frontal monitoring 
system alongside the City Emergency 
Braking system, both of which are 
standard on all Volkswagen vans. 

Neil Greig, director of policy and 
research at road safety organisation 
IAM RoadSmart, said: “Tailgating 
is the biggest single bugbear that 
motorway users in particular report. 

“Surveys suggest almost half of 
drivers feel scared and get angry about 
it. Keeping your distance means you 
can observe what is happening around 
and ahead of you much better and gives 
you time to react to the unexpected. 

“Rear-end shunts simply cause 
massive hold-ups and delay deliveries 
so it is in everyone’s interest that 
drivers follow the two-second rule and 
leave a safe space in front of them. If 
the space gets filled simply create a 
new one - it will only add seconds to 
your journey and reduce your stress 
levels. If you are being tailgated never 
overreact as that will only inflame the 
situation; stay in control and let them 
pass.”
